SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 read with Section 124 of 
the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (36 of 1963) the Board of Trustees of 
Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust hereby makes the following Regulations to amend 
the Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust Employees (Classification, Control & Appeal) 
Regulations 1988 :— 

(1) Short title, commencement and application : These Regulations 
may be called the Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust Employees (Classi¬ 
fication, Control and Appeal) (Second Amendment) Regulations 
1994. They shall come into force on the date of their publication 
in the Gazette of India. 
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(2) In Jawaharjal Nehru Port Trust Employees (Classification, Control 
and Appeal) Regulations 1988 :— 

(i) Clause (C) of Sub-Regulation (1) of Regulation 2 shall be 
deleted, 

(ji) Sub Regulabon (2) of Regulation 2 shall be deleted. 

(iii) The Sub-Regulation (4) of Regulation 11 shall be substituted as 
follows ;— 

‘*(4) The disciplinary authority shall deliver or cause to be 
delivered to the employee a copy of the articles of charge, the 
statement of the imputation or misconduct or mis-behaviour 
and a list of documents and witnesses by which each article 
of charge is proposed to be sustained and shall require the 
employee to submit within 15 days of the receipt a written 
statement of his defence and to state whether he desires to be 
heard in person. The disciplinary authority may on request 
extend the time limit up to the maximum of sixty days for 
submission of the written statement of his defence.
